Civil Government. 


The Royal Commission of Inquiry has 
brought its sittings in Dublin to an end. 
The evidence which was taken yesterday 
continued the dismal tale of weakness and 
inefficiency at Dublin Castle. Sir John 
Ross of Bladensburg and Commander 
Harrel re-told the story of the landing of 
It must now be clear to 
every honest man that they were victimised 
because they dared to do their duty, even 
when it came in conflict with the new 
policy of non-intervention. Sir John 
Ross.and Mr. Harrel were loyal servants 
of the State. They urged that the law 
should be enforced fully and im- 
‘partially—not merely against the gun- 
runners at Howth, but against the gun- 
runners at Larne. They were utterly dis- 
regarded by the politicians in office. Their 
protests against the dropping of the Arms 
Act were unheeded ; their demand for the 
enforcement of the King’s proclamations 
was ignored; when their sense of duty 
became an inconvenience they were thrown 
to the wolves. The effect of all these 
things on the utility of the police and on 
the general administration of law was, of 
course, disastrous. The whole Irish Civil 
Service saw an Irish public servant sacri- 
ficed to popular clamour. 
have confidence in their superior officers. 
The plotters of sedition, quick to take 
advantage of these si of weakness, 
multiplied their illegal activities. There 
may have been contributory causes, but 
the Irish Executive, during Mr. Birrell's 
Chief Secretaryship, must be held mainly 
responsible for the events of Easter week. 
No folly was tuo outrageous to be 
stomached by the policy. of non-interven- 


‘ment he pays a brief, 


tion. Sir Morgan O'Connell, for instance, 


which has been attacked unjustly. We have 
every hope that the report of the Royal 
Comnfission will vindicate the character 
and conduct of the men who did their 
duty. It is to the future rather than to 
the past that our thoughts are turned. 
To-day there is no civil government 
in Ireland. We are living under 
an igterreqnum of martial law. To the 
great satisfaction of all law-abiding 
citizens martial law is to be maintained 
for the present. The Lords Justices give 
as their reason for this decision the fact 
that “disaffection and unrest still prevail 
in certain parts of Ireland.” Nevertheless, 
martial law cannot endure for ever; in- 
deed, we cannot ignore the danger that it 
may be repealed prematurely as a result 
of pressure by the Nationalist Party in 
the House of Commons. What sort of 
civil government will take its place? On 
this vital question the country is still com- 
pletely in the dark. We had assumed 
from the Prime Minister’s speech in the 
House of Commons that the gap between 
the termination of martial law and the 
much-desired settlement of the whole Irish 
question was to be bridged by some kind 
of provisional government. There was 
talk of a new Chief Secretary or of a small 
Advisory Council on which all the pro- 
vinces would be revresented. No Chief 
Secretary has been appointed, and Sir 
Robert Chalmers, a transient and emhar- 
rassed phantom, is in sole charge at Dublin 
Castle. No steps have been taken to ap- 
point an Advisory Council. It seems as 
though nothing is to happen until the 
expected settlement springs fully equipped, 
like Athene,, from Mr. Lloyd George's 
brain. We are to step directly from 
martial law into the new government 
which is to be the outcome of agreement 
between all the Irish parties. We hope 
sincerely that Mr. Asquith’s optimism will 
be justified. A provisional government 
would be an awkward thing; on every 
ground an early and permanent settle- 
ment, arrived at by agreement and without 
any sort of coercion, is much to be pre- 
ferred. Our own desire for such a settle- 
ment, if it be feasible, is deep and genuine. 
There is some danger, however, that, in 
the general anxiety for a settlement on 
paper, our country’s essential and imme- 
diate needs may be neglected. This 
danger is our chief reason for keeping the 
public attention fixed on the causes and 
results of the recent misgovernment of Ire- 
land. 


the law. 
is firm and impartial ; it has given at least 
a temporary security to life and property. 
The country will demand an unbroken 
continuance of this security under any 
system of civil government which may 
replace martial law. We are told that 
Dublin Castle is doomed. Far more im- 
portant than any question of geographical 
distribution or of a new Parliament, or 
Parliaments, is the question of the machine 
which is to succeed Dublin Castle in the 
ordinary, unsentimental, non-political ad- 
ministration of Irish affairs. It may be 
that we shail be offered one such machine 
in Dublin and another in Belfast. It 
may be—since we must be prepared for 
the worst—that agreement will be found 
impossible, and that we shall have to be 
content with government from hand to 
mouth until at least the end of the war. 
Under any of these conditions the main- 
tenance of law and order in Ireland ought 
to be the first consideration of the Cabinet. 
Political reform cannot, perhaps, be de- 
scribed as a luxury, but its postponement 
heed not be an irreparable disaster. Just 
and honest administration is as necessary 
to our well-being as the air which we 
breathe. Mr. Birrell’s réqime has stricken 
the normal system of administration 
almost to the heart. Politicians have 
played havoc with the machine. Weak- 


injured the moral of the Civil Service. 
Our two great police forces have lost their 
sense of identity with the Government 
and their old feeling of confidence in its 
unswerving support on all lawful occa- 


sions. Disaffection and unrest still pre- 
vail in certain parts of Ireland. They 
will continue to prevail if, when 


military control ceases, the. quality of 
Irish administration remains far below 
its normal level. We urge upon the 
Government the immediate duty of 
preparing, against the removal of martial 
law, a reorganisation of civil government 
which, hela temporary or permanent, 
will make impossible a revival of the con- 
ditions of anarchy that found their climax 
in the rebellion. Any agreement between 
parties will be dearly purchased at the 
cost of a postponement of the State’s first 
duty to Ireland.

Sir Douglas Haig’s Despatch. 


We print elsewhere the full text of 
General Sir Douglas Haig’s first despatch 
as Commander-in-Chief of the British 
Army m France. Since he took over the 
supreme command five months ago from 
Sir John French—to whose achieve- 
but moving, 
tribute—no action oí the first im- 
portance has occurred on the British 
front. For that very reason, however, 
Sir Douglas Haig is able’to deal with 
aspects of the position which, in the press 
of great events, his predecessor was com- 
pelled to disregard in his despatches. He 
gives first place in his record to the Ger- 
man effort before Verdun, which has now 
been in progress for a hundred days. His 
considered opinion on that grandiose 
operation—an opinion” written only ten 
days ago—is of peculiar value now, when 
the renewal of the German attack has 
achieved some success. ‘ The results have 
been worthy of the high traditions of the 
French Army and of great service to the 


‘cause of the Allies. The efforts made by 


the enemy have cost him heavy losses both 
in men and in prestige, and he has made 
these sacrifices without gaining any advan- 
tage to counter-balance them.” The im- 


portance of this estimate is enhanced by 
the fact that Sir Douglas s review of 
the operations upon our own tis marked 


by great frankness, and that, where such 
be efforts as. we have attempted have 
failed, he states their failure in plain 
terms..

German 
military critics, why the British Army 
has made no large attempt to relieve the 
heavy pressure on the French during tl 
past four months.

We 
are glad to note that the units which he 
mentions for “good work’ include, 
besides some Irish Regular and Special 
Reserve battalions, Service battahons of 
the Royal Munster Fusiliers, Roya] Irish 
Rifles, and Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers.

It agreed, we learn, to the sur- 
render of all holidays for the next 
two months. Persons who are not 
directly. concerned and will not 
have to give up a well-earned holiday 
of their own ought to try to appreciate 
the sacrifice that is demanded of the muni- 
tion workers. It will be all the harder for 
them to make it this year, when the majo- 
rity of them are much better able to afford 
a good holiday than they have ever been 
before. This Whitsuntide will bring a 
stern test of their patriotism.

to “ to “call attention” to certain proceedings 
of the authorities in connection with the 
suppression of the insurrection and subse- 
quent thereto. 

It would nh is a mistake to attach too 
much im to the alleged indigna- 
tion of t goneky at the Bulgarian in- 
vasion of their territory. So far, it seems 


to be chiefly confined to the lation 
of Salonika, ahhh is doing splendid busi- 
neés out of the Allies, and is naturally, 


therefore, inclined to take their part. 
There is also a strong protest in M. 
Venezelos's organ, but that, too, could be 
taken for granted. The question is what 
effect the Selaein move will have upon 
the people of Athens. If they share the | 
views f the Salonikans, the present Greek 
Government will have to take action | 
against the invaders or else make way for 
a war Ministry. 

Up to the present the Bulgarians seem 


to have limited their incursion to a few! 


frontier posts. If they attempt to ad- 
vance to Kavalla, they will .probably 
cause much more widespread irritation in 
Greece. This seaport on the gean was 
one of the fruits of the Greek victory in 
the Second Balkan War. It has always 
been coveted by Bulgaria, and it was M. 
Venezelos's sup willingness to hand 
it over to the 1 ulgarians as the price of 
their neutrality in the early stages of the 
present conflict that caused his temporary 
unpopularity, and enabled King Constan- 
tine to drive him from office. If Kavaila 
were now seized by their hereditary foe, it 
1s probable, though not certain, that the 
Gieeks would be so much incensed that 
the King would have to join the Allies or 
lose his Throne. 

The White Paper published to-day re- 
lating to Major-General Townshend's ap- 
preciation of the position after the battle 
of Kut-el-Amara is rather painful reading. 
It shows clearly enough that after the 
battle of Kut-el-Amara on the 28th Sep- 
tember last Genera] Townshend had doubts 
about his capacity to take Bagdad, 
slthough he had earlier in the campai 
told General Nixon that, if he saw the 
chance, he would take the ris« of rushing 
on to Bagdad. He asked for a complete 
Army Corps for such an undertaking. 
General Nixon told him that two divisions 
were being sent from France. For the 
Home Government there is one great 
moral, and that is, ‘“ Where is the General 
Staff?” If only in October last year there 
had been an efficient General Staff co- 
ordinating the strategy of all our scattered 
forces, that Staff, and that Staff alone, 
would have been to blame for the very 
tragic ending of General Townshend's cam- 
paign. 

Lord Robert Cecil had to admit to-day 
that the internal condition of Serbia is 
very grave, and that the remaining popu- 
lation is undergoing terrible privations. 
But he could not, in present circum- 
stances, hold out any hope of the British 
Government's being able to afford relief. 
No scheme has yet been formulated by the 
friends of Serbia which would provide an 
guarantee that. such relief would reac 
the people for whom it is intended. That 
would @@pend upon the goodwill of the 
Austrian Government, which he seemed 
to think a very questionable quantity. 

Mr. Ginnell had his daily setting-down 
at the hands of Ministers. The Home 
Secretary, usually the mildest of men, de- 
scribed one of his questions as “one of 
the vague and unfounded allegations which 
the hon. member recklessly puts ufion the 
Bonar Law was, 
perhaps, even more effective. He had de- 
clared that there was no foundation for a 
statement regarding an alleged occurrence 
in Ceylon. Mr. Ginnell hotly inquired 
whether he expected his answer to e- 
heved in Ceylon. “ Yes, ' said the Colonial 
Secretary simply. 

Mr, Denis.Henry, K.C., took his seat 
to-day, being escorted to the table by Sir 
Edward Carson and Sir John Lonsdale 
ainid cheers from the Unionist benches. 

The business befare the House of Com- 
mons to-day was mpin'y financial. On the 
Committee stage of the Consolidated Fund 
Bill the Government s policy of borrowing 
so largely by means of Treasury bills was 
challenged á several members on both 
sides, but the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
fortified by a ruling of the Chairman, de- 
clined to discuss the question, though he 
intimated that at the proper time he would 
be quite prepared to defend the Govern- 
ment's action. Mr. McKenna displayed 
unusual heat, as if the complaints of 
delay in issuing another War Loan touched 
him in a tender spot. 

His proposal to put an extra two 
shillings income Zax on the holders of 

‘dollar securities” who. refused to lend 
them to the Government also met with a 
geod deal of criticism. Sir F. Banbury 
asked why one particular set of people 
should be made to bear a burden which 
should fall on the whole community. Sir 
Edward Carson and others thought that, 
if the Government must have the securi- 
ties, they might commandeer them by an 
adaptation of the group system. The 
Chancellor, however, insisted that his pro- 
posal “was the most convenient, and in- 
timated that, if it was not successful, he 
was prepared to go further and tax the 
holders up to twenty shillings in the £. 
The resolution, after:some further discus 
sion, was carried without a division. 

The advance of a British force, under 
the command of Brigadier Northey, into 
East Africa from Rhodesia completes the 
investment of the last German colony.

The Venezelist papers appear with black 
borders to-day on the occasion of the entry of 
the Bulgarians in the Demir Hissar sector, and 
M. Venezelos, in the Ayriz, says that the Bul- 
garians have occupied the keys of the defence 
of Eastern Macedonia, and have informed the 
Government that German officers have occu- 
pied the forts, which, however, will be re- 
stored when they are no longer required. 
Who could have imagined a Greek army wit- 
nessing the Bulgarian flag replacing that of 
Greece? Is it for this that our mobilisation is 
maintained ? These expressions of opinion 
coincide with an impressive requiem service 
held in Athens to-day for the victims of the 
Turco-Bulgarian barbarities. The anti-Vene- 
zelist Press deals with the Bulgarian question 
in an academic manner.

The know-- 
ledge I had gained of the reinforcements the 
Turks had sent to Mesopotamia and the 
experience of the Kut battle made it clear to 
me that, compared with those at Kurna, I 
had very different troops to deal with, and 
that it was essential for me to be cautions, 
and that, in order to take Bagdad, at least 
an Army Corps would be required. This I 
have mentioned to show my readiness to 
accept every responsibility for my actions, 
and that, in the first instance, I myself had 
contemplated getting into Bagdad’ (ends). It 
has not been possible to refer to General 
Kemball; as he is wounded.

the face of heavy machine gun and rifle fire. 
After the failure of this attack it was decided 
to adopt slower and more methodical methods 
of recapturing the lost trenches, and nothing 
of special importance occurred in the Ypres 
salient during the rest of the’ month, althou 
hoth sides displayed rather more than the 
usual activity. 

The recapture of The Bluff took place after 
the enemy had held it for seventeen days. 
After several days’ preliminary bombardment 
hy our artillery, the assault) was carried out 
at 4.29 a.m. on the 2nd March. Measures 
taken to déceive the enemy were successful, 
and our infantry effected a complete surprise, 
finding the enemy with their bayonets u ‘ 
and many of them without rifles or equipment. 
About 56 Germans took refuge in a crater at 
the eastern end of The Bluf, and these put 
up a brief resistance before taking refuge in 
the tunnels they had constructed, in which 
they were captured at leisure. Otherwise our 
right hand attacking party, whose objective 
was The Blnfí, met with little opposition. - 

The front line of the centre attack, reaching 
its assigned objective withqut much oppost- 
tion. swept on past it and seized the German 
third line at the eastern side of the salient. 
This Jine was not suitable to hold per- 
manently, but it proved useful as a temporary 
covering position while the ¢aptured trenches 
in rear were being consolidated, and at night- 
fall the covering party was withdrawn un- 
molested. The later waves jof our centre at- 
tack met and captured, after some fighting, 
several Germans coming out jof their dug-outs. 

The left attacking party, at the first at- 
tempt, failed to reach the German trenches, 
but those whe had penetrated to the German 
line on the right realised the situation and 
brought a Lewis gun to bear on the enemy's 
line of resistance, completely enfilading his 
trenches, and thus enabling ithe left company 
to reach its goal. 

Thus our objective, which ineluded a part 
of the German line, as well as the whole of 
the front lost by us on the 14th February, 
was captured, and is still held by us. Several 
counter-attacks were destroyed by our fire. 
The enemy’s trenches were found full of dead 
as a result ef our bombardment, and five 
officers and 251 other ranks were captured. 

The support of the Heavy and Field Artil- 
lery, and a number of trench mortars, con- 
tributed largely to the success of the opera- 


tion.

6. On the 27th March our troops made an 
attack with the object of ‘straightening out 
the line at St. Eloi, and cutting away the 
small German salient which encroached on 
the semi-circle of our line in the Ypres salient 
to a depth of about 100 yards over a front of 
some 600 yards.

The Archbishop of Dublin, in his address, 
said :—We have come to pay our last tribute 
oí respect and affection to one whom we 
honoured the more the better we knew him. 
And we come not as those who sorrow without 
hope, but in thankfulness for the long and 
consistent Christian course of him who was 
but lately our revered Father in God. We 
had thought and hoped that some years of 
tranguil rest and might have been his 
etore God took him to Himself. But it has 
been ordered otherwise. The spirit has been 
released, and for him the earthly life is ended 
and the new life has begun. It is too soon to 
attempt any summary of the lessons which the 
life of the Archbishop may teach. I could 
not do it even if I would. I would not, even 
if I could. Only & few words may be said 
now to show that we are not unmindful of 
the faithful stewardship with which the 
Church in this- diocese and province 
was administered during many years. 
When Dr. Peacocke was chosen as Arch- 
bishop he did not come to us as a stranger. 
Unlike all of his predecessors for two hundred 
years, he had held a pastoral charge in the 
diocese, and was well known as a ,parish 
clergyman. Since Archbishop King no prelate 
had governed this See who had that qualifica- 
tion. But Archbishop Peacocke knew all the 
cares and snxieties of a rector in the Dises- 
tablished Church of Ireland He had served 
as curate and rector in this church of Monkg- 
town for six-and-twenty happy years. Agd 
he was deeply sensible, from his long exper-

And there was no re- 
serve or qualification in his statement of it. 
He was in this, as in all else, a man who 
mun his life by principle, and not 
y any opportunist poliey oí the hour. 
Men called him reserved and cautious, and 
so he was, but that was because he held 
principles to be so sacred that he was slow to 
act on mere impulse or under the guidance 
of every passing emotion. He was a man of 
principle, and this because he was a man of 
prayer. ‘‘ We save time’’—so he told his 
clergy once—‘‘ by spending time in prayer.” 
That he acted on his own precepts in this as 
in all else no one who had the privilege of his 
friendship could doubt. And in the days to 
come 1 make bold to predict that men will look 
back on his episcopate as specially notable for 
the unobtrusive, unaffected, simple piety which

Immediately 
afterwards a heavy “ barrage,’ or curtain of 
artillery fire, was pfaced on three parts of this 
area, and eight infantry attacks were 
launched. Of these attacks only two pene- 
trated our trenches; one was immediately 
repelled, while the other was driven out by a 
counter-attack after about 40 minutes’ occupa- 
tion. .The enemy s object would appear to 
have been the destruction of mine shafts, as 
a charge of gun-cotton was found unexploded 
in a d to which the enemy had 

strated. But if this was his object he 
was completely unsuccessful. 

Similar*attacks were made by the Germans 
in front of Vermelles, the south of La 
Bassée, on the 27th and 29th April, the dis- 
charge of a highly concentrated at ac- 
companied by bombardment with rymatory 
and other shells, and the explosion of a mine. 
On the first occasion two minor infantry at-

COMMANDER HARREL’S 


STATEMENT. 
Mr. W. V. Harrel, late Assistant Commis- 


;Sioner in the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
and now a Commander in the Royal Naval 
| Reserve, having detailed the periods of his 
| public service, went on to say that he at- 


tributed the recent outbreak to, in the first 
instance, the existence at all times of an ex- 
treme party in Ireland, who were always 
ready, directly or through —Irish- 
American channels, to give trouble on re- 
ceiving financial and other (assistance. Their 
settle licy had been for years to join, and 
if possible control, any organisation or 
movement which might reasonably be ex- 
Bow to strike at, constitútional authority. 

'itness was aware that there were communi- 
cations between persons in Dublin and others 
in America, and he considered that these 
communications were being influenced by 
Germans in America. Some of the persons 
who were prominently connected with the 
recent outbreak were also! connected with 
the societies that were formed during the 
South African War, notably Major MacBride. 
He formed the Irish Brigade in South Africa 
which fought against the British troops. 
Later there were other suspicious circum- 
stances that came to the notice of witness, 
and led him to believe that the people in 
freland were being influenced in favour of 
Germany; but of course a good many of 
those documents he should not care to refer 


to. 

THE REPEAL OF THE ARMS ACT. 

In the second place, he thought the re- 
peal of the Peace Preservation Act had a 
good deal to do with the outbreak. Save 
for sentimental reasons, there was no reason 
for its repeal, against which witness re- 
ported at the time to the Under Secretary, 
then Lord MacDonnell. That Act applied to 
all Ireland, but it was only put in force by 
proclamation of the Lord Lieutenant, and it 
was not of necessity imposed on the country 
at large, nor even on whole counties, but 
might be imposed on portions of counties. 
Witness mentioned to Lord MacDonnell his 
objections to the repeal of the Act, and he 
asked witness to put them in writing. He 
did so, and went fully into the matter. The 


| impression he gathered at the time was that 


those who had promised its repeal were not 
quite aware of the extent of the Act; that 


there was an idea it referred merely to the | 
carrying of arms, whereas there were a large | 
number of provisions as tothe importation and | 


dealing with arms. Witness’s report pointed 
out that the only objection to the Act he 
ever heard of was that some persons thought 
it was a reflection on them if they were not 
given a licence by the Resident Magistrate. 
It would have been quite possible to. deal 
with that patt of it by withdrawing those

OUTSIDE ADVICE. 

The Chairman—By the Under Secretary :

DESIRE TO FORM RIFLE CLUBS, 


Nothing in the way of obtaining arms, ot

The Chairman—Whom were they coming t®? 
They were, I think, addressed to Lord Farn- 
ham-—(laughter)—but no claim was ever made 
as regaras that consignment. 

The witness CAE said that after 
the proclamation of the 4th December, 1913, 
the police were still endeavouring to prevent 
the introduction of arms. No definite in- 
structions were ever issued by the Government 
as to what the police were to do. The pro- 
clamation was posted al] over the country, and 
it appeared in the newspapers. It was tne 
subject of frequent conversations LetwWeen 
himself and the Unaer Secretary and other 
officials of the Government. No detailed in- 
structions as to what the police were to do 
were ever issued. Nothing had been done, so 
far, as to taking action in Ulster, He was aware 
that efforts were being made to bring arms 
into Dublin for the National Volunteers, but 
up to that time they had not|got many. Then 
came the Ulster gun-runring, which, as Sir 
John Ross had pointed out, was surreptitious, 
and carried on at night, and |without any can- 
flict, and with some apparent wish to recog- 
nise that the proclamation existed which made 
the matter illegal. | 

_' THE GOVERNMENT AND GUN. 

He was, perhaps, the first official 
in Dublin who had heard of the gun- 
running in the north. The néws came through 
early in the morning by private wire in con 
nection with the coastguard. jHe (witness) re- 
ported the matter to the Under Secretary by 
telephone, and he subsequently told him of it 
when he came to the Castle, He then under- 
stood from the Under Secretary that he and 
the Government took a very serious view of 
the matter, ang that was confirmed by other 
interviews which he had subsequently with Siz 
James Dougherty, who was ithe Under Secre 
tary. He gathered that serious consideration 
was being given to it, and that the thing 
must not occur again. He [wigness) thought 
that legal proceedings should be | :ken in con- 
nection with that gun-running, and that there 
was evidence to support them. The whole cir- 
curnstance was discussed in| Parliament, and 
Mr. Redmond stated in the House that he 
and his colleagues entirely approved of the 
attitude of the Government in not taking action 
against the gun-runners in Ulster, and that he 
for his own part shared with the Government 
the yespoesibality for not prosecuting.

A SUGGESTED CONFERENCE. 
On one occasion some weeks before 
Howth gun-running witness was one morning 
sent for by the Under Secretary, and went 
to discuss with him some information that 
had been obtained as to the possible landing 
of arms, which seemed at the time, from the 
information at the Under Secretary 's disposal, 
to be more or less imminent. He told the 
Under Secretary that he thought it would be 
& very good 'thing if there was a conference 
of the police, the military authorities, and 
the coastquards as to what should be done, 
cause, so far as witness could see, no one 
understood what his duties or responsibilities 
were. Witness said: ‘‘Suppose these arms 
were landed in the early morning, and a large 
number of men assembled, what could a few 
unarmed Dublin police do? Now, I think in 
that case we would have to get military 4s- 
sistance.’’ He said, somewhat doubtfully: 
“I suppose so.” “WVell,” said witness, 
“would it not be well to discuss the matter 
with General Friend, because if such a thing 
occurs as a sudden landing of arms it would 
be well to have some military ready and 
some orders and understanding about it, and 
in such case it would be neeessary to have a 
special plan.” At the time witness was 
only thinking of his own district, and was 
hot thinking of Howth. So far as witness 
could see, the Under Secretary agreed with 
hrm that it was a gnod idea. Witness said 
he thought the coastguards had some under- 
standing with the military, because they told 
him they had sent information to the Royal 
Hospital; but, as a matter of fact, he had not 
been correct in saying that there was such an 
understanding at that time. Witness further

AN INCIDENT AT HOWTH. 

Then followed the Howth cun-running, con 
tinued witness, and, as he had said, he never 
had any doubts that the terms of the proclama 
tion would be enforced He would like to 
draw attention to an incident which took 
place at “Howth when the gun-runmers as- 
sembled to the number of 1,000 or 1,200. The 
coastguards at Howth endeavoured to do their 
duty and prevent the carrying away of arms, 
and one coastguard was struck on the head 
with a rifle, and a Volunteer held his revolver 
and 
threatened to fire if they endeavoured to send 
a message for assistance The chief ofticer 
found that the wires had been tampered with, 
and had to send a coastguard in plain clothes 
with a mesasge to Duhlig. The police who 
attempted to occupy the pier were stopped 
by a number of men, who had drawn them. 
selves across it, and were armed with heavy 
clubs hanging from their wrists with leather 
thongs. These men had assembled to take 
away the rifles by force, and they certainly 
were violent in what they did. The police at 
Howth were*povwerless to do anything. They 
followed these Volynteers with the rifles, and 
ultimately were with them when witness met 
them at Malahide road. In taking the action 
that. he did on thst occasion he never had the 


| slightest doubt that it was his duty to inter- 
fere and to intercept these people, as he always 


understood that if persons were in possession 

of arms or other offensive weapons it was

CALLING OUT THE TROOPS.

Mr. Justice Shearman intimated that it 
would not be necessary for witness to detail 
all the events of that day, as they were al. 


ready on record, and in any event they were | 


not within the scone of the present inquiry, 
save in so far as they were reflected on the 
recent rebellion. 

SOME OF THE CHIEF ACTORS. 

Witness said the only reason he mentioned 
the fact about the Kildare street Club was 
that it was an important factor  subse- 
quently, strange as it might seem. He 
went on to refer to the composition of the 
body of men carrying rifles from Howth to 
Dublin. Amongst them were some of the men 
who had been prominently identified with the 
rebellion. Thomas Clarke’ and John 
McDermott were going about in motor cars, 
evidently organising the whole thing. Darrel 
Figgis, Bulmer Hobson, and Professor Mac- 
Donogh were also there. 

Mr. Justic® Shearman—The military were 
called out'M™ecause the police were unarmed, 
and you could not get the R.I.C.? Yes. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—Was the action 
you took’ successiul; was there any trouble? 
Very little. There were two soldiers wounded 
and three Volunteers. Twenty-five rifles 
seized. 

The soldiers were doing nothing except 
marching back when they were attacked? No- 
thing whatever. They had been dismissed 
by me from duty. In the first instance when 
I met the Volunteers I was careful not to 
bring the soldiers into conflict with them, and 
they were not brought into conflict with them. 
The police did their work well, but when the 
two soldiers were wounded there was a slight 
conflict.

Answering Sir Mackenzie Chalmers, witness 
stated that during the labour troubles he had 
on several occasion reasontothink that the 
police were in danger, and he ordered them 
to carry revolvers. There was, however, no 
occasion to use them. 

Were any proceedings taken against the 
men who overpowered the guard at Howth? 
I never heard of any. 

Although two men were hurt? Yes. 

Was it possible to get at the men who 
hurt them? I should not think so. 
But no proceedings were taken, and he 
doubted if any could have been taken. 

Sir .Mackenzie Chalmers—Have you 
any instructions as to the two police 
forces—as to “their requiring aid one 
from .the other? No, there are no 
instructions. We have had the Royal 


| Irish Constabulary frequently in Dublin, on 
| the occasion of strikes, with the authority of 


the Government; and when the R.LC. on 
the outskirts of the Dublin district wanted 
assistance the D.M.P. rendered it. There 
would be no question about rendering as- 
sistance on either side. 

You are of opinion that there are instruc- 
tions somewheme about the gun-running? I 
have no doubt of it. 

But they were so secret that they were 
never issued to the police? They were is- 
sued to the Royal Irish Constabulary. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—That is, I 
suppose, because gun-running was likely 
to take place in their district and 
not in yours? I do not know; but 
by law they have some powers as 
Customs officers that the Dublin police have 
not. They were told in their imstructions 
that they might use force, and I know that 
in the country every preparation was made 
for their doing so. 


STR MORGAN O’CONNELL. 

Sir Morgan O’Connell was next called, and 
he read a statement in which he said that in 
August, 1914, on the outbreak of the war, the 
County of Kerry was absolutely peaceful. A 
good number of Volunteers were carrying out 
drills and route marches, mostly on Sundays. 
At that time there were not many arms in 
the county, and wherever one met these 
bodies on the reads they were well conducted, 
and considerate for other traffic. The Volun- 
teers at that time offered no yas to re- 
cruiting for the Army; indeed, in many 
cases they marched with the reservists oh 
their way to the local railway. stations. In 
Tralee, on many occasions, the Volunteers, 
with their bands, marched with the reser- 
vists going off to the front, to the railway 
station to see them off. He had heam that 
net only the Volunteers, but the police also, 
marched with the regervists. He mentioned 
that to show the good feeling that existed in 
the county. “Many of the Volunteers en- 
listed in the Army. Other members of the 
Volunteer force retired from it, and the re- 


sidue of the local Volunteers joined the Sinn. 


Feiners. Living as he (Sir Morgan) dig al- 
together in the county, and moving much 
amongst the people, it was easy to see that 
a change seemed to be taking place both as 
to the attitude of the ple towards the 
war and towards recruiting for the Army. 
Almosé since the outbreak of the war he 
(witness) had been doing the work of the 
local branch of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Fami- 
lies’ Association, and that brought him into 
the lanes and by-streets from which the’ gal- 
lant soldiers were mostly drawn. : Although 
the Sinn Fein existed in Kerry it was until 
May, 1915, a more or less moribund concern, 
with no real vitality or following. To remedy 
that state of affairs the heads of the Sinn 
Fein party in Dublin determined to hold a 
demonstration in Killarney on May 23, 1915. 
The holding of that meeting was advertised 
throughout the county. Mr. John MacNeill 
was billed to make a speech and to person- 
ally enlist recruits for the Army of Ireland. 
He (witness) realised that the authbdrities 
were going to allow that demonstration to 
take place. The police had warned the 
Government of the object of the demonstra- 
tion, and stated that it was plainly anti- 
recruiting and seditious. 
MESSAGE TO THE LORD LIEUTENANT. 
Witness went on to say—On May 
22nd—the Saturday previous to the Sun- 
day meeting—I telegraphed to the Lond 
Lieutenant: “‘A meeting under 
of Sinn Fein party is to 
here to-morrow, calling itself a football 
match, but with the perfectly open ind 
avowed intention of being turned into an anti- 
recruiting meeting. Will Your Excellency do 
anything to stop this?” The reply I received 
was ' The Lord Lieutenant is not advised to 
revent meetin erred to taking place, ut 
if any breach o ence of Realm imni 
occurs it will be dealt with by Competent 
Military Authority—(Signed), Nathan.” After 
receiving that I wired to His Excellency: “If 
you will have all special trains to Killarney 
cancelleG to-morrow the meeting will be an 
absolute failure, and we can quite well deal 
with the local disaffected party.” I received 
no reply to that telegram until, I think, the 
following thursday, when 1 received the fol- 
lowing telegram—‘‘ Your telegram bas been 
placed before His Excellency—(Signed) Secre- 
tary to Lord Lieutenant.’ I waited for about 
four days and then I wrote to the Private 
Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, and

The meeting was held on the 23rd May, and 
Mr. John MacNeill made a seditious anti-re- 
crulting speech. There were five special trains 
at chreap fares to Killarney, bringing 
thousands of country people to hear this 
speech, as well as some 500 armed Si 
Feiners, who paraded the streets all 
whilst the whole country for ten miles around 
flocked into Killarney as well. 

LIKE FIRE ON A MOUNTAIN, 

From that 23rd May, 1915, 
Feinisem spread in Kerry like 
a mountain. Large quantities of arms 
and ammunition found their way into the 
couaty. Recruiting meetings still continued to 
be held, but the forces against recruiting be- 
came more and more hostile. The last recruit. 
ing meeting was held on the 26th February, 
1916, when a hostile mob of Sinn Feiners,, 
headed by a band, did their best to break it 
up. This mob was led by a local J.P. for the 
County Kerry, and it took “the authorities 
fourteen days to make up their minds, whether 
or not they would deprive him of his J.P.-ship 
—he sat in the Killarney Court a week after 
this anti-recruniting meeting. The authorities 
were apparegtly afraid to institute any legal 
proceedings&gainst this Sinn Fein mob, as 
no prosecutions followed. 

It is more than probable, continued the 
witness, that the German_ connection with 
Sinn Feiniam in the Cotnty Kerry was 
worked through an alien German who acted 
as manager of the five hotels of the Great 
Southern and Western Railway Company. 
This man had his heacquarters in Kerry, and 
there was a hotel in Killarney which was made 
a dumping ground for alien enemies, 
who came there as waiters. These uader- 
studies were from time to time interned, but 
the alien manager was left there until April, 
1915. It was at this hotel that Lody was 
arrestec—he was afterwards shot as a spy. 
The manager himself was arrested at that 
time, but was subsequently released, and 
returned to Killarney. During the first 
nine months of the war much German money 
undoubtedly found its way fnto Kerry. 1 
have the strongest reason to . 
lieve that the police authorities in Kerry 
did their best to get these men removed. 
Private effort to get this alien German re- 
moved frem Killarney was quite fruitless for 
the first nine months of the war. He ap- 
peared to have powerful frienas at Court. At 
the outbreak of the war he wag allowed to 
move freely through Kerry, but subsequently 
he was restricted to moving about only on a 
police pass. Mr. Birrell in his evidence be- 
fore the Commission stated that long-estao- 
lished dislike, hatred, and disloyalty to Eng- 
land had been the cause of the present deplor- 
able condition of affairs. As an Irishman 
living in Kerry, witness wished to enter the 
strongest possible protest against that state- 
ment. In Kerry, at least. at the start of the 
war, the vast majority of Irishmen were in 
sympathy with England, as was shown by the 
number that enlisted in the towns of the 
county and the good feeling that was at that 
time shown towards recruits. If there had 
not been that good feeling there might have | 
been trouble when the reservists were called 
up. As a matter of fact, the reservists went 
off with bands playing. It was almost impos 
sible to believe it now. 

FIXING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

In witness’s opinion, Mr. Birrell and his 
Government were entirely a for the 
present condition of affairs in Ireland by their 
criminal neglect of all warnings ang their re- 
fusal to take any steps to stop sedition and 
disloyalty when both these things could have 
been easily put an end to in their earlier 
stages, and by allowing John MacNeill and 
others in receipt of salaries from public funds 
to preach open and avowed treason. Mr. 
Birrell had stated that trial by jury in Ireland 
was a farce. A far greater farce, said witness, 
in rural Ireland was trial at ordinary petty 
sessions. The Government had appointed to 
the Commission of the Peace in the South of 
Ireland scores and scores of men who wepe 
absolutely unfitted for the position, and who 
attended petty sessions courts solely ior the 

urpose of carrying out the most open and 
Sosrent yobbery. The Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Kerry had over and over again protested 
in the strongest possible language against the 
open corruption at petty sessions. W.tness 
handed ina copy of the Bishop's pastoral 
letter. ‘The one bgight spot in this deplorable 
chapter of Irish history, said witness, was the 
unswerving loyalty and devotion to auty of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. They knew 
the country and the people; they were of the 
people themselves; their warnings of the 
trouble that everyone knew must come were 
unheeded. On February 7th, 1916, the day 
after the Killarney recruiting meeting, wit- 
ness wrote to Colonel Sir Charles Barrington, 
who was Controller of Recruiting for Southern

There was no 
doubt about that. One of the members for 
Kerry had followed Mr. Redmona’s advice, 
and had gone to almost every recruiting meet- 
ing, but none of the other three, so far as 
witness was aware, had ever attended at a 
recruiting meeting. On February 20th wit 
Wess wrote a letter to The Times, calling 
attention to, the matter. Of course, it did 
not go a bit of good. (Laughter)’ Mr. Percy 
in his evidence on Saturday had stated that 
he (witness) had refused to take any part in 
recruiting in Killarney owing to the 
action of the Government in not suppressing 
the meeting of the 23rd. That was a more 
or Jess accurate statement of what 
happened. Witness told Mr. Percy he was 
not going to be made a fool of trying to get 
up a recruiting meeting in Killarney. 2 
pointed out that when the band of the Irish 
Guards went to Killarney early in May be- 
fore the Sinn Fein meeting was held he took 
an active part in organising a really good re- 
cruiting meeting for them. The parish priest 
took the char, and made an excellent recruit- 
ing speech. The Chairman of the Urban 
District Council went to the railway station 
and gave them a hearty welcome.  Every- 
thing went off splendidly, and there was not 
a single voice raised in opposition. 
CHANGED CONDITIONS, 

Then the recruiting people in Dublin 
came down and said: “We want you 
to start a recruiting 
Kerry.’ Witness said, 

I'm not taking «it at all.” (La 

A circular letter was sent from the 
Recruiting Department asking for the names 
of ladies willing to serve on local ladies’ com- 
mittees. A resolution was passed by the 
local Recruiting Committee expressing regret 
that they could not see their way to accede to 
the request, as they believed that these ladies 
would be subject to insults at the hands of the 
large anti-recruiting element which was per- 
mitted to obstruct and discourage recruiting 
and insult the wives and relatives of soldiers, 
and in many cases even wounded men them- 
selves. If the present state of things were to 
continue, the resolution stated, it would ap- 
pear that any further effort on the part of 
the Committee must prove abortive. On 
April 4th a letter acknowledging the resolu- 
tion was sent on behalf of the Lord Lieuten 
suggesting that in the event of a soffal 
canvass not being practicable, ladies might 
engage in distributing recruiting literature, a 
policy which proved very effective in Eng- 
and. ‘‘The whole thing in Ireland,” added 
witness, amidst laughter, “‘is that it is an 
Englishman who writes that letter. They 
won't take it from us.” Sir Morgan O’Con- 
nell pext related an incident in which Sina 
Feanera returning from a demonstration in 
Castleisland marched through Tralee discharg- 
ing shots in the air. He also told how 
recently his wife and he were standing out- 
side the cathedral in Killarney when some 
children gathered about them and, to the 
tune of Tipperary, sang “Itt a wrong, wrong 
thing to &ght for England.” (Laughter.) In 
Killarney there was a place which was really 
a Sinn Fein club, and a policeman told him 
that the person who “ran ” it sent off parcels 
of seditious literature to the schools in the 
country. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—Who distributes 
them’? I should think the schoolmasters. 
Witness then handed in a document which 
he had received connecting people in Dublin 
with the anti-recruiting campaign in the 
country. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Shearman, witness 
stated that the Roman Catholic bishop 
actively used his influence in preserving order. 
After the outbreak in Dublin -he went to his 
lordship and said that it would be for the 
peace of the country if he could get 
Sinn Feiners to surrender their arms, and 
he used his influence, which had great weight, 
with them. In Kerry he did not thigk that 
there was a single Sinn Fein parish priest. 
There were a few of the younger clergy who 
were a little hot-beaded, AC so With 
reference to the licensing cases witness stated 
that every case was heard before it came into 
court. A great many magistrates seemed to 
think that their only duty was to do jobs for 
their friends. 

Mr. Justice Shearman read portion of the 
pastoral of the Bishop of Kerry, in which 
that prelate commented on the improper 
action of magistrates and their disregard of . 
their obligations in the administration of 
justice. 

The witness before leaving the witness 
chair begged to be allowed to tell a little Sil 
in illustration oí what the bishop and himself 
had referred to.

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MH. JOHN SIBTHORPE. 

Mr. John Sibthorpe, Chairman of the 
Council of the Dublin Employers’ Federation, 
was nextexamined. He said that the Federation 
was a numerous one, and that he had been 
Chairman since 1911. They kept in 
with industrial unrest in England and Scot- 
land, or anything that affected their members 
in Dublin. . The Federation was formed in 
the autumn of 1911. Jt was not intended to 
be an aggressive organisation. Its functions 
were to promote amicable settlements between 
employers and their employés; and it was 
used only for defensive purposes when the 
claims ol the employés became exorbitant. 
They wished to be fair to employés, and he 
was glad to say that the Federation promoted 
a great many more amicable arrangements 
than there were of actual strikes or loek-outs, 
Whilst the members of the Federation enjoyed 
immunity from trouble, firms outside the 
Federation continned during 1912 and 1913 
to suffer severcly from the growing aggres- 
sion of Larkin. Contracts entered into with 
employés, under solemn circumstances, were 
disregarded, and no confidence could be placed 
in any undertaking made with Larkin’s 
organisation. In the autumn of 1913 Larkin, 
in the name of the Irish Transport Workers’ 
Union, began to put in force aggressively the 
doctrine of “‘ tainted goods,’’ and the general, 
or sympathetic, strike. Intimidation be- 
came so frequent that anpplicationg weré made 
to the Government for protection; for persons 
and property, but without avail? and it be- 
came necessary for the heads of firms to arm 
themselves and their employés. The strikers 
experienced no hindrance from the Govern- 
ment until a “ most determined and disgrace- 
ful riot.” as it was described in the report 
of the Viceregal Commission, occurred on 
August 29th.

“ KEEPING THE RING.” 

Witness, continuing, said that the Under 
Secretary sg idea of ' keeping thé ring ” was 
net the ordinary one of a fair jring, but a 
ring in which one person might hit below the 
belt and the other was not to hit back. 

The Chairman—Was that Gir Matthew 
Nathan's exact expression’ Jt was not Sir 
Matthew Nathan—it was (Sir James 
Dougherty. In September, 1915, ‘witness con- 
tinued, an inquiry was held into the disturb- 
ances in Dublin under the Board of Trade. 
In compliance with the request of the Court, 
the employers presented a statement, and 
their members were submitted to severe cross- 
examination by Larkin. No evidence was re- 
quired or given on behalf of the employes, 
but speeches were made by Larkin making 
outrageous accusations against the employers. 
After that inquiry the Citizen Army was 
formed, with Liberty Hall as its headquarters 
and the Workers’ Hepudblic as its organ. 

Mr. Justice Shearman quoted from amongst 
the objects of the Citizen Army ‘‘to work 
for an Irish Republic and for the emancipa- 
tion of Jabonr.” The statement continued— 
“- An armed organisation of the Irish working 
classes is a phenomenon in Ireland. Now, 
with arms in their hands, they propose to 
steer their own Course and to carve their own 
future.’ 

OUT FOR REVOLUTION, 

Witness said that that language represented 
a very serious state of afiaurs,coming from a 
number of men who had rifles in their hands. 
During the strike of dock labourers a Jarge 
body of fully armed labourers! paraded the 
streets, intimidating the workers and ex- 
periencing no interference themselves from 
the authorities. The Citizen Afmy were out 
for revolution, and believed they could carry 
it out owing to the laxity with which they 
had been treated for some years by the Irish 
Government. Larkin was prosecuted, and 
the late Lord Justice Moriarty, who was then 
Attorney-General, described him as “a 
dangerous criminal,” there being at the time 
an unexpired sentence of imprisdnment against 
him. He was sentenced to imprisonment, and 
released, and by this action the Government 
increased his prestige and power. 

Replying to the Chairman, witness said that 
applications for protection were made by the 
employers both to the Under-Secretary and 
the police. It was right to say that after- 
wards the police authorities did give them a 
certain amount of protection for convoys of 
merchandise, but they would not undertake to 
protect single vehicles. 


COLONEL MAURICE MOORE. 


Colonel Maurice Moore’ was next called. 

TheChairman said that the Commissioners had 
received and read with interest a statement 
from Colonel Moore, and in due course copies 
of it would be furnished to all the members. 
It was not considered necessary, however, 
that it should be read in public, but he under- 
stood that Colonel Moore would like to make 
an explanation in connection with the mention 
of his name some days ago, and the Commis- 
sion would be pleased to hear him on that 
point. 

Colonel Moore—As my statement is not 
going to be read in poblic, and statements 
were made in public by officials and others, 
some of which were ludicrously wrong, it 
would be absurd for me to make any state- 
ment at all. . 

The Chairman—The Commission is the best 
judge of that. . 

Colonel Moore—Very well; then I will pro- 
bably take steps to publish what I have to 
say, because I consider it absolutely necessary 
that both sides should be heard. 

The Chairman—Very well. 

Colonel Moore then left the witness chair. 

The Chairman—The Commission will now 
adjourn until the 3lst inst. at 11 o'clock in 
London. 

The Chairman afterwards stated, in reply 
to a question from the Press, that Colonel 
Moore’s name had been mentioned by a pre- 
vious witness, and that he had been allowed 
by the Commission to attend to make a

With all its many branches of offence and 
defence the British Navy has no more fascinat- 
ing and wonderful arm than the cruiser 
squadron which, under Admiralty guidance 
and supervision, we visited to-day. At a 
time when naval warfare has developed into 
& system of attack and counter-attack . by 
ships of highly-specialised classes, it would 
be perhaps an impossible task to say quite 
precisely what is the mdst valuable section of 
our naval defences. The Navy of to-day has 
such a variety of ships, its characteristics de- 
velop and change so rapidly, and its consti- 
tuent parts are so interdependent, that one 
section could scarcely claim priority over an- 
other and justify itself before expert judges. 
If there is one portion of the British Fleet, 
however, that has fulfilled a mission which is 
truly essential in the national interests, it is 
the famous squadron of heavy cruisers which 
has come to be known amongst sailors as the 
“ Cat Squadron.”’ Had not these mighty ships 
been in existence, and carried out their ap- 
pointed part with the unerring success with 
which their efforts have been rewarded, one 
hesitates to contemplate what would have 
been the fate of this country. Their absence 
would have left our ports easy victims to the 
fast German cruisers that have shown their 
hands in the Scarborough, Yarmouth, and 
Lowestoft raids. The intimidation of the

A first view of them is calculated to thrill | 
one's soul with exhilaration and pride. The | 
majesty of those pale-grey giants is more than 
arresting—it is overwhelming. As one enters 
the shadow which one casts upon the water | 
the great hull towers over the tiny motor 
launch as,if to crush it, but the visitor’s first 
impressions of awe and wonder are quickly 
dispelled when, having mounted the gangway, 
he finds himself in the genial presence of the 
most courteous and gallant fighting men in 
the world, A tour of the ship is entered upon 
under the guidance of the captain and the 
flag officers, for it is the Lion,.no less, who 
has submitted to this peaceable invasion of 
his domain. Presently one is ushered into 
the admiral’s quarters, and is greeted by | 
Admiral Beatty himself. One’s first impres- | 
sion is that of a young man, for he advances | 
with lissome stride, swinging a pair Of power- 
ful shoulders, above which a pair of piercing | 
dark eyes are set in a mobile face. —The | 
admiral, who has led the great “ Cat | 
Squadron” since its birth, has an air of in- | 
surgent vitality; instant decision and action, 
one concludes, are some of the most telling at- 
tributes in his character. After lunch he bids | 
farewell to his visitors and returns to his work, | 
and one spends an hour or two wandering | 
= the enchanted decks of the great flag- 
ship. 

The great gun turrets are invaded, and the 
gun crews show how a mass of metal weighing 
many tons is prepared for its journey through 
space towards the enemy. One holds one’s 
breath in expectation as the bluejackets pull 
the lever which fires the gun, and breathes 
again with relief on realising that after all 
one is witnessing only a very realistic re- 
hearsa! 

FROM THE CONNING TOWER. 

The conning tower of the ship is visited, 
and one stands amazed at the formidable col- 
lection of indicators, voice tubes, telephones, 
and switches, which enable every movement 
of the great fighting machine to be controlled 
from this nerve-centre when in action. The 
officers one tries to encourage to talk of their 
experiences during the fights. One learns that 
the most memorable sensations occur at the 
baptism of fire, and that afterwards the excite- 
ment of battle is much less intense. One looks 
down from the conning tower upon the deck 
and upon the water far below, and tries to 
picture the scene as it is described to him of 
the conning tower actually deluged by the 
spray caused by the enemy shells strikipg the 
water around the ship. The wounds of the 
Lion are long since healed, and one is only 
able to see the dents in some of her plates 
caused by the shells which sometimes burst on 
impact with the deck, and sometimes pene- 
trated several decks and-exploded below. The 
Lion was, of course, holed in several places, 
and carried many hundreds of tons of water 
after the fight, but the casualties were not 
heavy, and not a single man was killed. 

One leaves the Lion with a feeling of the 
most complete confidence in the future of the 
ship and the squadron which she so worthity 
leads. The civilian cannot fail to be struck 
by the all-pervading atmosphere of efficiency, 
no less than by the wonderful spirit of the 
officers and men. ‘The bust of Nelson, which, 
vis-a-vis to a portrait of Lady Hamilton, 
mounts the desk in the admiral’s cabin, 
prompts the reflection that no company of 
men are so fitted to revive the spirit of the 
hero of Trafalgar in the changed conditions 
of modern warfare as those who have led, and 
will lead again, into action the massive ships 
of the battle-cruiser squadron, 

Part of the day was occupied by the party 
in taking trips around this portion of the 
Grand Fleet on torpedo boats provided by 
the naval authorities. A number of well. 
known ships were passed on the way. 

COAST DEFENCE. 

The party of newspapermen was received 
later by an Admira] whose special work is 
coastal defence, and he was able to give them 
a number of illustrations of the magnitude of 
the work. The system of coast patrol, which 
has been called into being to meet the sub- 
marine menace, has been developed to a re- 
markable degree. Every variety of small craft 
has been requisitioned to hunt submarines, 
and includes no fewer than a hundred armed 
yachts, a thousand armed trawlers, a thousand 
armed fishing boats, and about three hundred 
armed motor-boats. All of th ips have 
been fitted out and armed since th@-beginning 
of the war. In the majority of cases they are 
manned by fishermen who have received some 
training in the handling of a gun.. These men 
were wholly unused to service discipline at 
fiyst, but, in the opinion of théir admiral, they 
have done gallantly. One particularly fine 
achievement related by the admiral was that 
accomplished by an unafmed drifter who went 
fér an — submarine “' with his fists.’’ The 
boat arrived on the scene when the submarine 
was engaging a merchant ship. The submarine 
was armed with two 14-pounders; the little 
fishing boat had none, but she sailed in, 
nev less, hoisting the white ensign. 
“The German thought there must be some- 
thing else under that white ensign,”’ said the 
Admiral, “and he went back to Germany.” 
That feat was accomplished by an old retired 
officer. The officers for these craft are largely 
drawn from the Royal Naval Reserve and the 
R.N.V.R., and very splendidly have they and 
their men stuck to their duties.
